1946 - 1947 


I. Sidewalks: The plank walk at Bass. Beach was 
taken down early last fall, so that we suffered no loss 
_. when the barrier beach was washed out by severe 
«ae storms last winter. The rocks here were put back into 
Rs “place by the State Highway Department, which also 
Ae mts: re-enforced the banking under the Head, where it had

rail at Fox Hill Point; and clearing the walks in the

— Il. Parks and Commons: Our share of maintenance 
of the Rock Garden at the Fish Houses was reduced 
from $200 to $150 this year, the balance being assumed 
by the Garden Club, which took charge of the work here. 
We feel that this garden is a great asset to the com- 
munity. 

_ The picking up of papers, glass, etc., Lean ae: phe 
a District has been attended to by boys and a group of 
children at the District’s expense. Unless this work is 
; carried out regularly by the District, the parking area 
and roadsides would soon become most unsightly. 


Ill. Policing: Because the traffic on Willow Avenue 
had become very heavy in the summer, the experiment 
was tried this year of making this road “One Way” 
from the entrance of Alvan T.. Fuller, Jr.’s house to the 
north end of the road. This has caused some inconven- 
.-__ience to people living on the road, and there have been 
.. some violations of the “One Way” ordinance, but we 
_ feel that the overall traffic has been greatly reduced, 
bs and the safety of this road increased.

Vv. Fire Protection: Two severe fires occurred in this 
District this past year. The first was during the win- 
ter, in Charles Garland’s cottage on the Ocean Boule- 


___vard, under severe freezing conditions and in a north- 


- west snowstorm. The blaze was so far advanced when 
discovered that the building was nearly completely gut- 


ss ted; but the fire was put out by the North Hampton Fire 
_ Department, with the use of one of our hydrants, in 


time to save much of the building and the surrounding 
. structures. 


The second fire occurred last April, in the wee of an 
automobile fire in the garage in William Fowler’s barn, 
caused by a short circuit in the wiring of his car. This 
was discovered in time to save the barn, although the 
car was a total loss. Here again the fire was efficiently 
extinguished by the North Hampton Fire Department 
with the use of one of our hydrants. 

Residents are again reminded that in case of fire, the 
North Hampton Fire Department should be summoned 
by telephone, after which one of the District’s two hose 
reels may be brought to the fire by available volunteers. 
These reels are kept in our Fire House on the Sea Road 
and in.Governor Fuller’s stable on Willow Avenue. | 


VI. Zoning: Following the annual meeting last Sep- 
tember, William P. Fowler resigned as a member of the 
Board of Adjustment; and your commissioners appoint- 
ed Edward R. Hale for the balance of Mr. Fowler’s term 
expiring in September, 1948. Marland D. Knowles was 

re-appointed to the Board of ‘Adj ustment for a five-year 
term; and William P. Fowler was appointed ce In- 
spector for one year. 


Following the death of Arthur L. Hobson last Novem- 
ber, your commissioners appointed Ellen C. B. Daniloff 
to the Board of Adjustment for the balance of his term 
expiring this September. 

Various zoning problems have arisen this pat win- 
ter and spring. After extended hearings, the Board of 
Adjustment denied permission to a prospective lessee
